CITRUS FRUITS. 


My entire stock of citrus trees is 
grown on high spruce pine and scrub 
jand, and hence is far hetter adapted 
to any of our East Coast soil than trees 
grown op the compact pine or hammock 
land from the interior, our soil being 
very much looser and coaser on this 
coast. My nurevery is in a locality which 
has no red rust, scale, or other pest, and 
I wish to warn prospective planters, that 
it may be wiser to get the trees near at 
home which you can inspect and know 
to be healthv before shipment, than to 
buy cheaper trees from a distance, where 
white fly, scale, etc., may be present, and 
the trees bring in the infection, though 
apparently healthy. Also some nursery- 
men have been selling trees on sweet 
stock. I have noneintwy nursery. And 
my trees are health and free from insect, 
fudded low and will be carefully dug 
and packed.
